In Louisiana, Ohio and Tennessee, 
split delegations wrere seated, the en­ 
tire delegation from Louisiana being 
considered as one contest. 
The action 
of the committee in dividing the Louis­ 
iana delegation made no difference to 
the Taft strength inasmuch as both 
factions were for Taft. 
The Tennes­ 
see division was made in the Eighth 
district in response to urgent appeals 
of National Committeeman Brownlow 
of that state, wrho asked that it be 
done for the purpose of healing local 
differences and giving the party a 
better chance of electing a Republi­ 
can representative. 
The delegation 
from the Sixth Ohio district was di­ 
vided on the evidence submited. 


Will Keep Up the Struggle. 
Outside of the conclusion of the con­ 
tests before the national committee, 
the most important development of the 
day was the issuance by the "allies” 
of a statement in which they declared 
their intention of “sticking to the 
finish,” and in which they asserted 
that it was certain that “there will be 
no nomination on the first ballot.” 
The attitude of the “allies” as out­ 
lined in this statem ent was greatly 
strengthened by the arrival of General 
Stewart L. Woodford of New York, 
who is in charge of the interests of 
Governor Hughes.

When shown the author!- ' 
tai ive statement made at Albany that ' 
the governor "cannot and will not un­ 
der any circumstances accept a nom!- I 
nation for the vice presidency,” Gen- j 
eral Woodford said “that is exactly J 
what I expected. 
I have been attend- I 
ing national conventions since 1860 
and have never known a wise selec- I 
lion for the vice presidency lo be 
made until after the candidate for 
president had been chosen.” 
Asked if Governor Hughes’ success 
in winning the contest over the race 
track bills had strengthened his can­ 
didacy, General Woodford said, “it 
has proved that Hughes Is a fighter 
and that he never quits.” 
Instead of continuing the discussion 
of the vice presidency, General Wood­ 
ford took up the availability of Hughes 
for the presidency, and said:

Hughes is nominated for the presiden­ 
cy he will be certain to carry New 
York. 
I don’t say no one else can 
carry New York. 
But I do say that

tioned, General Woodford paid a high 
tribute to the secretary of war, but 
claimed that Republican chances were 
greater with Hughes at the head of 
the ticket.

the country has ever had and he has 
earned a renomination.” 
There is doubt w hether the vice 
president will permit the use of his 
name, but it is strongly asserted that 
ii he is nominated he will not decline.

Blllek 
was 
snatched 
from

Ills ueck had been bared for the noose 
and the jailor was forming the line 
to march to the scafTold. 
It was 11 In a. m. when it became 
known at the Jail that Judge Landis 
had granted the appeal.

Davies sat at the telephone in the 
jailer's office anxiously awaiting news. 
The telephone bell rang sharply and 
Davies put the receiver hurriedly to 
his ear. 
As he heard the news he fairly 
tossed the instrument Into the hands 
of Deputy iv tcts and hastened to the 
elevator, alighted at the second floor 
and rushed to Blllek's chambers. 
"Judge Landis has granted an ap­ 
peal,'' said Jailer Davies as his tall 
figure hurried through 
the door of 
the chaniher. 
"This means a stay of 
execution. 
Blilek. your life is safe for 
the present.**
